Misscuri Pacific Fast Maii

Runs Into Excursion Train Which 
Was S.ailed There. 


Three Persons Were Killed Ou 
right and Fifty O hers Injured.

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M.) 
KANSAS CITY(Mo.) July 12.—Missou- 
ri Pacific fast mail, No. 7, which left 
St. Louis at 3 o'ciock this morning for 
Kansas City, crashed into an excursion 
train, No. 6, south-bound from Kansas 
City. that had become stalled at Dead 
Man's Curve,” between Little Knob 
and Lee Summit, at 10:15 o'clock this 
morning. Three persons were killed 
outright, two of them tramps, and 
fifty others were injured. With the 
exception of one or two firemen on the 
fast mail, all the injured were on the 
excursion train, Most of them were 
Kansas City groes. 

Eighteen wefe seriously hurt. The 
injuries of the others consisted of cuts 
and bruises. None of the passengers 
of the fast mail were hurt. The en- 
gines, the mail and the baggage cars 
on the fast mail went down an em- 
bankment, but the rest of the train 
remained upright, as did the excur- 
sion train. Only the engine, one bag- 
gage and a mail-car on the fast mail 
left the track. 

Responsibility for the wreck seems 
to rest with the engineer of the fast 
mail, who failed to stop promptly when 
flagged. The engine of the excursion 
train, which consisted of twelve 
coaches, heavily loaded, broke down. 
A flagman was sent ahead to stop the 
fast mail, then about due. The engi- 
neer of the fast mail failed to see ,the 
foremost flagman, and only siacked 
up when warned by the second man, 
* was within a short distance from 
the excursion train. The fast mail 
was running at a high rate of speed 
and it was unable to come to a full 
stop. When the fast mail struck, it 
was making fifteen miles an hour. The 
engine, the baggage-car and the fore- 
most mal ear left the track and rolled 
down the “embankment. The 
badly dumaged the engine and - 
gage-car of the excursion train, but 
the cars remained upright. 

Most of the injured were in the bag- 
gage car on the excursion train. This 
ear had been turned into a refresh- 
ment car, and in that * about fifty 
persons, mostly negroes, making merry.

It promises 
to be an unusually interesting object. 
Its brightness has increased very rap- 
idly, until it is now as easily ble as 
a fourth-magnitude star. 

On Monday evening obse: vers should 
experience no difficulty in detecti it 
about one or two deg. southwest the 
bright star Alpha Cygni. its motion 
ie carrying it southwestward about five 


of the comet has been 
computed by Prof. Perrine. It is now 
in a parabola, in such a way that its 
nearest approach to the sun will occur 
on August N, at a distance of about 
thirty-one mfilion miles. Its present 
distance is about one hundred million 
miles, and from the earth about twenty 
million. To the unassisted eye the 
comet will appear as a hazy patch of 
light. An acute eye should be able to 
deteet a short tail projecting away 
from the sun. 

“Our photos have recorded two promi- 
nent tails, each several degrees in 
length. While Kk is always unsafe to 
make predictions as to how bright a 
comet will grow, there is little

doubt that this one will be a fairly 


conspicuods object in the evening sky. 
In fact, I should expect it to be the 
brightest comet of the past ten years.”

SANTA MARIA, July 12.—A young 
man named Raleigh Hamilton fell from 
a loaded header wagon Friday evening 
and the wheels, passing over his head, 
killed him instantly.

Occupied Only Four Rooms of 
the Great Palace.

Concrete examples of success are far 
more useful to the army of voung 
araduates from our colleges and schools 
than any amount of writing on the 
subject.

Average 
ability, coupled with such ive 
self-confidence, cuts a — — in 
the world, and gets more done, than 
superiative ability with the timid and 
shrinking nature that often goes with 
it. A teacher with a smattering of 
learning often succeeds better than one 
ten times as learned, but unable to pass 
it on to others, or assert his mastery 
of the subject. This is not poetic jus- 
tice, and often seems very unjust, but 
it is the actual state of affairs, and 
the y is for the really able to cul- 
tivate and assume the convictions that 
wit] impress other people. 
COLLBGE-BRED WEAKNBSS. 
Self-faith helps inferior men to gc- 
complish results by eliminating fear, 
doubt and uncertainty, the great en- 
emies of most men's achievement. The 
mind cannot act with vigor in the pres- 
ence of doubt. Wavering in the mind 
makes wavering execution. There must 
be certainty, or there is no efficiency. 
The ignorant man who believes in him- 
self, whe has the faith that he can 
do the thing he undertakes, often puts 
to shame college-bred man, whose 
overculture and wider- outlook have 
brought with increased sensitiveness a 
lessening of self-confidence, and whose 
decision is weakened by constant 
weighing. of conflicting theories, whose 
prejudices are always open to convic- 


tion. 

The ignorant man with great self- 
confidence, st . vigorous self-asser- 
tion, lacks the sentiments, but 
is spared the suffering of a more 
sensitive, .cultured, mind. His brain 
powers Rave not been weakened by 


theories of by the knowledge of how 
much he does. not know. He simply 
plunges ahead where a cultured man 
would hesitate. 

The weakening of self-confidence, the 
development of timidity, is often an 
unfortunate result of a liberal educa- 
tion. I have known boys to énter col- 
lege with unbounded confidence in what 
they could accomplish, with strong 
powers of self-assertion, who have 
graduated with these qualities almost 
eliminated. They have been replaced 
by the gradual development of timidity 
and a shrinking from positive state- 
ment or fact, which seriously crippled 
the men’s executive faculties. 

Great stholars are proverbially re- 
tiring, shrinking. timid natures, often 
lacking almost entirely the executive 
faculty. Their self-assertion has disap- 
peared, giving place to self-effacement. 
Unassuming humbleness, patience, and 
tolerance are very desirable quaities in 


their right places, but very unfortunate 


— ————— U 


when they are not subordinated to vig- 
orous self-faith and an aggressive self- 
assertion. These lovable qualities make 
the scholar more companionable but 
less practical and less successful. The 
aggressive executive faculties should 
be preserved intact at all hagards, or 
the career will be crafped and limited. 
ATTRACTING SUCCESS QUALITIES 

Another great law which makes the 
confident; expectant attitude the only 
effective one for the success seeker is 
the law of attraction. If you expect to 
conquer, you must attract the positive, 
creative, conquering qualities by right 
thinking. What you aspire to you will 
atfract. You draw to you the things 
vou declare to be yours by right and 
which you earnestly desire, and just 
as surely you make for yourself failure 
and disagreeable conditions by allowing 
your mind to dwell on them and ad- 
mit their possibility. There is a tre- 
mendous drawing, magnetic power in 
an intense longing. 

A man attracts to him qualities Ike 
his own. Every thought sent out is a 
Uttle magnet which will gather to itself 
everything kindred and bring u vack 
to you. Every thought radiates an in- 
fluence like itself, and will gat kin- 
dred forces on its way, wherever R goes. 
We are reinforced in kind by the re- 
action. Wicked, vicious thought brings 
us vicious reinforcement, for it gathers 
wickedness on its way; it can only 
attract its like. 

Wherever you go through life you 
awaken response in others, which har- 
monigzes with the qualities which dom- 
mate in your thought. and actions. 
The forces which come back to you can 
only be echoes of the thought, the in- 
fluence, which went out from you. It 
your ambition is sordid, mean and low, 
if your aim is merely that of accurmu- 
lation, if you, like a sponge, cry “Give! 
Give!” instead of Take! Take!” you 
cannot expect to make the impression 
upon others of generosity or of nobility. 

As long as we are absorbed in any 
member of the failure family of 
thoughts we cannot entertain the suc- 
cess family. They will not mix.

EW YORK, PAST AND PRESENT 


The great city of New York re- 
cently celebrated its 250th anniversary 
as a municipality. The occasion brought 
out a great deal of interesting and pic- 
turesque comment, not only from the 


press of that city, but from newspa- 


pers all over the country. The New 
York Tribune aptly refers to the “New 
Amsterdam” of today as “the largest 
American city, the largest Irish city, 
one of the 
largest German cities, and the most cos- 


the largest Jewish city, 


mopolitan city in the world.” 


New York City’s present population, 
as given by William C. Hunt. chief 
the 
twelfth census (who had an interest- 
ing article on the subject in the New 
York World.) is 3,900,000, or more than 
double what it was in 1880. Mr. Hunt 
predicts that in 1920 the city will wo 
n 


statistician for population in 


a population of 6,000,000, and that 
1940 the nopulation will have increased 
to 10,000,000. 


Two hundred and fifty years ago tbe 
population of New Amsterdam, as the 
place was then called, was only 1120— 


a number not equal to half the num- 
ber of immigrants who now land in 
New York every day of the yearn At 
the first centennial anniversary of the 
city, in 1763, the population was only 
25,000. By the year 1800 the population 
within thé present area of the city 
had increased to about 80,000. In 1820 it 
had reached 160,000; in 1840 it was 390,- 
000: in 1860 it reached 1,175,000; 
it was 1,900,000, and during the suc- 
ceeding twefity years it advanced 
3,500,000, being now, as above noted, 
not far from 3,800,000. 


This is, indeed, a marvelous record 
of population growth. It is even more 


remarkable than the growth of Chicago. 
The latter city has grown from prac- 
ticall nothing in 1847 to a present pop- 
ulation of 2,000,000. New York, within 


the same period of time, has grown from 
to 3,800,000—a 


a population of 390,000 
total increase of 3,410,000, or an in- 
crease 1,410,000 greater than Chi- 
cago'’s increase during the same period. 
The Brooklyn Eagle, in the coume 
of a picturesque account of the New 
Amsterdam of 250 years ago, says: 


“In 1663 New Amsterdam was a vi- 
lage of a thousand people, with a lit- 
tle fort, a windmill, and a gallows as 
its ecdnapicuous appurtenances. The 
hamiet of Breukelyn was reached from 
this ruffling metropolis by a sailboat, 
and if the breeze died out the § tide 
was apt to land the passengers at the 
Wallabout or Gowanus. Far away 
among the groves of Madison Square, 
the misty reaches of Chelsea, and the 
terra incognita of Inwood and Fort 
Washington, the red man was learn- 
ing the goose-step 
progress, attiring himself in the cast- 
off petticoat breeches of the settlers 


for the purpose. Occasionally inf later 


times he made forays upon New 
Amsterdam, but was checked by the 
stone wall at Wall street, and its guard 
of two bottle-nosed citizens with mus- 
ketoons and pikes.

Mr. Rogers took the stand to testify 
regarding the autopsy held on the body 
of Broome at Acton on January Zi, the 
day following u alleged murder, and 

the later examination of the 
skull of Broome at Evergreen Cemetery, 
this city, June 17. 

Dra. Day, Murphy and Pallette were 
called by the defense to show that the 
wounds in Broome's head were not bul- 
let wounds. If this latter contention is 
established by the defense, the prosecu- 
tion will have lost its most important 
claim—namely, that instead of acting 
in self<defense, Melrose deliberately 
slaughtered Broome while the latter 
was prone on the ground, partially un- 
conscious from the effects of a bullet 
wound in the head, and wholly inca- 
pacitated from effort to harm Melrose. 
‘he prosecution claims to the jury that 
the latter was Broome’s condition at the 
moment when Melrose shot him to 
death; the defense claims to the jury 
that the wounds in the thead were in-

& SYSTEM OF RESTING AND STIMULAT- 
ING FOR THE DELAICATE—APPLICABLE 
TO Als. FROM THE BEDRIDDEN TO 
THOSE WHO MBRELY FEEL POORLY. 

BY W.R.C. LATGON, M.D. . 

(Editor Health Culture Magazine, New York.) 


T seems a remarkable fact that, not- 

withstanding the present wide at- 

tention pald to the general subject of 
physical exercise and the recognition 
of its benefits for the well, there should 
have been so few systematic cfforts to 
adapt a system to the requirements of 
these to whom, of all people, exercise 
would be most valuable. We refer to 
the people who are weak, delicate, 


22 vitality is low. Physical vitality 
that phase of energy generated by 
the human organism, and low vital 
ferce simply means that, owing to a 
general slowing down of the vital func- 
tions, they are generating less energy 
than they should. Lowered vitality 
means depressed heart, shallow breath- 
ing, insufficient peristalsis (which in- 
voives imperfect digestion, perverted 
appetite, constipation and 80 on, lack 
of energy and ambition, nervousness, 
irritability, also a great variety of loca) 
symptoms, such as headache, nausea, 
pains (neuralgia, etc.,) disturbances of 
vision, etc. In short, there ts hardly 
@ symptom known to medigal science 
which may not have for initial or 
complicating cause lowered vital force. 
TO REFRESH TIRED BODY. 

Now the delicate people are those 
suffering from this condition, and for 
such people exercise is either very ben 
eficial or very injurious. Which, de- 
pends upon the exercise. At this point 
some one will ask, “Do you mean to 
imply that exercise is always good for 
the delicate? Would you recominend 
exercise for the delicate woman who 
comes home at night 80 tired and ir- 
ritable that the mere thought of a:- 
other motion is painful?” 

To this we would reply that it is 
aifficult to imagine how anyone can be 
too weak, too delicate or too fatigued 
to be benefited by exercise—<cxercise, 
of course, adapted to their condition. 
There are, for instance, exercises five 
minutes’ practice of which will do more 
to refresh tired body and brain than 
five hours of sleep. For one may 
awaken after five or even twice five 
hours of sleep and find himeelf, herself, 
still tired, tense and nervous, but one 
who learns to properiv perform the 
simple exercises adapted to such a case 
will be able. by five minutes’ practice 
of them, to gain a state of refreshment, 
calm and rest absolutely unattainable 
by any other means. 

To those who use the word exercise 
most frequently the term is merely a 
eynonym for vigorous muscular move- 
ments undertaken with a definite pur- 
pose. But in reality exercise means 
something quite different from this. 
Bixercise may perhaps be best defined 
as muscular movement made for the 
purpose of infivericing functional ac- 
tivity. 

FOR DELICATE PROPLE. 


Exercises for the delicate should be 
adapted to several purposes. First of 
all the Increase of vitality through gc- 
ecleration of the activities of the vital 


ak. 
organs—heart, lungs, stomach, intes- 
tion of the vital organs may be pro- 
duced directly, as when, by some im- 
ple muscular movement, such as bend- 
ing or twisting the body, the stomach, 
intestines or liver is mechanically stim- 
ulated, or indirectly, as when the action 
of heart and arteries is increased by 


some gentle muscular exercise. The 
movements given below are 


so devised 
as to affect the functions in both of 


these ways. 

The second object of exercise for the 
delicate ia to economize the output of 
vital force. “From him that hath not 
shall be taken even that which he 
hath —the words express not merely 
a spiritual but a physical principle. On 
the physical plane the strong man (We 
refer to constitutional strength and not 
to muscular strength, which is often 
merely a sign of constitutional weak- 
ness) tends to grow stronger. But the 
delicate person always tends to grow 
more and more delicate. To go into 
all the reasons for this would be here 
fmpracticable. One reabon is that the 
delicate person makes undue efforts to 
equal the activities of the average per- 
son, and hence exhausts his strength. 
The effort leads to nervousness, nerv- 
ousness to hyperinnervation, or muscu- 
lar tension, hyperinnervation produces 
exhaustion and greater nervousness, 
and so on, acting and reacting. 

All this means, of course, enormous 
vital drain, and to stop this is, as we 

ve sald, the second effect of the sim- 

exercises herewith presented for the 
benefit of the delicate. 
CAUTION TO BE OBSERVED. 

These exercises are applicable to ai! 
cases of weakness from the bedridden 
patient just able to lift hand to head 
all the way up to the man or woman 
who seems and feels quite well, but 
whe is conscious of being somewhat 
lees active and vital than the average. 
As to which of these exercises are best 
adapted to any particular case we 
would say that this is a matter to be 
determined by individual judgment. A 
most important point, however, ia that 
all the exercises practiced should be 
easy for the patient. The strength 
should never be taxed. The first sign 
of fatigue or discomfort should be ac- 
cepted as an indication that enougs 
exercise has been taken for the time. 

Again, as to the time to be given to 
the exercises, thie must depend upon 
the individual's strength and endur- 
ance. With practice and increasing vi- 
tality the time can be lengthened. 
The patient should not. however, for- 
get that to overdo is to injure rather 
than to benefit himeelf. 

Another thing still more Important 
ie the spirit in which the exercises 
are taken. One who does them as a 
task or duty. 4 ble but neces- 
sary. will get but little if any benefit 
from them. On the other hand, one 
who reads the subject up carefully, who 
practices the exercises with interest, 
confidently anticipating a beneficial ef- 
fect—such a man or woman will get re- 
sulte quite impossible to those of the 
first named type. In the case of weak- 
ness there is perhaps only one thing 
more important than exercise, and that 
is the mental attitude. Now if we can 
combine the right mental attitude with 
the right exercises we have the best 
chances of in developing 
strenath owt of weakness.

SULTED FOR INVALADS. 

For the very weak, hawever, for the 
convalescent and for the bedridden the 
following system has proved perticu- 
larly valuable. They cover tiree sets 
of movements, a eet for expanding the 
body and ng the circulation, a 
set specially devised to accelerate - 
tal activity and a set of relaxing or 
“resting” exercises for the purpose of 
calming mervousness ex itabill'y, 
induct restful sleew and in general 
ec the vital force. 

Exercise No. 1. Lie flat the back 
on a bed couch or upon the floor.
